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Preservation Works 
Two New Land Preservation Projects 

By Adam Silva 

With assistance from the Coalition for Buzzards 
Bay, thirty acres of forested land within the Mattapoisett 
River Valley have been permanently protected through 
acquisition by the Town of Mattapoisett. Keeping this 
land undeveloped is expected to prevent pollution to the 
Mattapoisett River and to Buzzards Bay, benefit drink- 
ing water, and help maintain open space and important 
wildlife habitat. The former landowners, the Rounseville 
family of Rochester, have a history of working with local 
conservation organizations to protect family lands. 

The land will be managed by the Town's Water 
Department. It will remain undeveloped and serve as a 
buffer for the drinking water supply and the Mattapoisett 
River, and will help to filter pollutants before they reach 
Buzzards Bay. 

"This property was at risk of being developed,'' 
said Allen Decker, Coalition Director of Watershed Pro- 
tection. "Through this acquisition, we've reduced the im- 
pacts from development on the Mattapoisett River, which 
is a major tributary of Buzzards Bay and the primary 
source of drinking water for several area communities. 

The Coalition assisted the town with secur- 
ing funding from sources including the Department of

In other local environmental news. The Matta- 
poisett Land Trust (MLT) is pleased to announce that it 
completed the acquisition of the 40-acre Dunn Preserve 
from Edna and Charles Dunn on Tuesday, June 30. The 
property lies north of Angelica Avenue along Old Slough 
Road in southeastern Mattapoisett and has been owned 
by the Dunn family for well over 100 years. 

This additional woodland gives the MLT over 
220 acres of preserved land open to passive recreation use 
by the public between Angelica Avenue and the recently 
dedicated Sullivan Preserve on Route 6 near the Friends' 
Meeting House. A series of trails connecting the proper- 
ties is planned for the future. 

The acquisition was made possible entirely 
through private contributions and the organization is still

seeking additional funds to offset the acquisition ex- 
penses. A formal dedication ceremony for the property is 
contemplated for the fall. 

The protection of natural lands in the water- 
shed is critical to protecting water quality in Buzzards 
Bay. Healthy forests, wetlands and stream buffers serve 
a vital function as pollutant filters, absorbing as much 
as 90 percent of the nitrogen and other pollution gener- 
ated by human activities before it reaches the bay. Land 
conservation also benefits our communities by protect- 
ing drinking water, wildlife, aesthetic vistas, open space, 
rural character, recreational opportunities and the special 
places that people treasure. 

The Mattapoisett Land Trust is an all-volunteer 
environmental organization founded in 1974 with the 
mission of preserving open space for the enjoyment of 
current and future residents of Mattapoisett, as well as ed- 
ucating the public about the sound use of natural resourc- 
es, and working with other organizations having similar 
goals. With this acquisition, the MLT owns approximately 
500 acres in Mattapoisett, all of which is available to the 
public for passive recreational purposes in all seasons of 
the year.

bike-a-thon passes through forty-six towns and cities in 
Massachusetts. There are four two-day rides, which are; 
the original 190 mile Sturbridge to Provincetown route, 
the 180 mile Sturbridge-Bourne-Wellesley route, the 163 
mile Wellesley-Bourne-Provincetown and the 153 mile 
Wellesley-Bourne-Wellesley route. The one-day rides are; 
the 110 mile Sturbridge-Bourne route, the 84 mile Welles- 
ley-Bourne route and the 47 mile Wellesley-Wellesley 
Sunday loop. 

The Tri-Town area has a number of bicyclists 
attending the Challenge this year; four Marion residents, 
seven Mattapoisett residents and three Rochester resi- 
dents.

Halfway Mark

The other day, my chiropractor asked me if there 
were any good movies out there. As always, I was hard put 
for an answer. This area isn't exactly Boston, so we have to 
settle for what the local multiplexes give us. Well, there's 
the Nickelodeon in North Falmouth, if you're up for a forty- 
minute drive. Mostly, we're stuck with whatever the major 
studios are cranking out. My answer to my chiropractor 
was "Not really," which wasn't strictly true; I'd just had a 
look at The Hurt Locker — the best film I've seen so far this 
year — but it's only playing in New York and L.A. right 
now. Folks around here will probably have to wait till DVD 
for that one, unless it comes to North Falmouth. 

Sometimes you need look no further than your 
TV. For decades, HBO has specialized in producing and 
premiering smarter, smaller films you increasingly don't 
have a chance of seeing on the big screen; so far we've had 
the military drama Taking Chance, the brilliantly acted Grey 
Gardens, and the Churchill biopic Into the Storm, all widely 
acclaimed. Next year will bring The Pacific, another World 
War II miniseries from producers Steven Spielberg and 
Tom Hanks. If you don't get HBO, their stuff usually hits 
DVD soon enough. 

That's not to say the movie studios don't 
sometimes get it right. There's usually been at least one 
film of interest per month. January was clogged with junk 
like Bride Wars and Paul Blart: Mall Cop, but it also gave 
us Taken, the smash-hit Liam Neeson action-thriller that 
deserved every penny it earned. (Never mind that, prior 
to opening in the U.S., it had been kicking around theaters 



all over the world for almost a year.) February shoved The 
Pink Panther 2 and the Friday the 13th reboot at us, but it also 
gifted us with the sublimely strange Coraline, a stop-motion 
horror-fantasy that seems destined for cult status. 

March began with a bang — the madly ambitious, 
flawed but fascinating Watchmen — and then retreated 
into drivel like Knowing and The Haunting in Connecticut. 
Of the tepid April offerings (among them Fast and Furious, 
Adventur eland, and Hannah Montana: The Movie), only the 
dark comedy Observe and Report was worth seeing and 
talking about (and it was talked about, for its controversial 
is-it-date-rape-or-not scene). May triumphed with the 
better-than-it-had-to-be Star Trek and (for some) Drag 
Me to Hell and Pixar's Up, but there were expensive 
disappointments like X-Men Origins: Wolverine, Terminator 
Salvation, and Angels and Demons. 

Which brings us to June. The Hangover has become 
the summer's big success story, grossing $200 million on 
a $35 million budget. There was also the new Transformers 
flick, which opened with huge numbers, proving if nothing 
else that American film is now owned and dictated by the 
tastes of preteen boys. There have been, of course, many 
deserving independent films, though you wouldn't know it 
from the TV ads. If you're not selling stupidity on a massive 
scale and with a massive budget, you simply don't have the 
cash to buy network ad time. So acclaimed films like Away 
We Go, Moon, Tetro, The Brothers Bloom, and The Hurt Locker 
go begging. 

The next time my chiropractor or anyone else 
asks me if there's anything good out there, I'll probably 
say there's plenty — if you don't mind driving an hour or 
more out of your way or waiting three months for the DVD. 
Or gambling your ticket money at the local multiplex and 
hoping that you've picked the one movie out of a dozen 
releases in a given month that actually stands a chance of 
being any good.

Coalition for Buzzard's Bay 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the Town of 
Fairhaven have permanently protected 52 acres of forest 
land comprising a significant portion of the inland water- 
shed to the Nasketucket River, Austin Pond, and down- 
stream Little and Nasketucket Bays. 

The land will be owned and managed by the 
Town of Fairhaven Conservation Commission. A small 
piece of the land will be held by the Coalition while it 
works to clear an existing title issue and then it will also 
be conveyed to the town.

"The tow^n is pleased that this land purchase has 
finally gone through. It is a significant piece of property 
that is environmentally sensitive and was vulnerable 
to development. With assistance from the Community 
Preservation Committee, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and town meeting members, Nasketucket Woods 
is now permanently protected for all residents to enjoy," 
said Fairhaven Town Planner Bill Roth. 

The Coalition helped facilitate the transaction 
by securing the option to purchase from the landowner 
and assisting the town with raising the necessary funds.

is critical to protecting water quality in Buzzards Bay. 
Healthy forests, wetlands and stream buffers serve a vital 
function as pollutant filters, absorbing as much as 90% of 
the nitrogen and other pollution generated by human ac- 
tivities before it reaches the bay Land conservation also 
benefits local communities by protecting drinking water, 
wildlife, aesthetic vistas, open space, rural character, rec- 
reational opportunities and the special places that people 
treasure. 

"The town was interested in preserving this area 
primarily because it is located within a backup drinking 
water supply area. The Coalition was interested in seeing 
that it remain as open space because it sits within the 
watershed that drains into Little Bay, which suffers from 
nitrogen pollution,'' said Brendan Annett, Coalition vice 
president of watershed protection.
